After Being Surrounded by British 


London, Feb. 24.—According to the best 


news available Cronje's position is des- 
perate and a less tenacious fighter thau 
he might long since have felt himself 
justified in saving the lives of his gallant 
men at the. pjice of capitulation. Find- 
ing himself overtaken by 
Kitchener 


Saturday night after a two days' run- 
ning fight, Crorik- took position on the 
Modder river near Paardeberg, 
en- 


trenching as well as possible. Sunday 
the British tried to carry his camp by 
Btorm, but were bloodily repulsed with 
losses estimated at 700 up to this time, 
including two g-eneral officers wounded 
and many line officers killed. 


Since that repulse Roberts has girdled 


the Boer camp with guns, and Tuesday 
afternoon concentrated upon the square 
mile of ground held by Cronje the fire of 
six field batteries, four naval guns and 
a Howitzer battery, firing lyddite. 


In such a situation surrender or an- 


nihilation are ^ie alternatives, in the 
absence of the arrival of a reinforcing 
column. Such a column is apparently 
hurrying up, since Boer dispatches tell 
of the detachment »S 6000 Boers from 
Ladysmith, and its Vanguard's arrival 
on the field of battle is evidently es- 
tablished by Lord Roberts' dispatch an- 
nouncing the scattering of a reinforcing 
column, strength not stated by him, but 
by correspondents said to have been 500 
men. Of the arrival of the main body 
and its effect upon the situation there is 
no word, but general knowledge of the 
situation does not come down beyond 
some time Wednesday, and, indeed, with 
any accuracy beyond Tuesday night. 


Mr. Balfour announced in the house 


of commons a,t 12:30 this morning that no 
further news regarding General Cronje 
had been recSlVed by the government. 


He had sent to the war office during the 
hour and he asserted that nothing had 
come to hand there.

Mr. Jjittlefield opened with an em-

He 
occupied a painful position, he said. He

Mr. Littlefield argued that the re- 


generation of Puerto Rico could be 
brought about by a loan which the 
United States could authorize it to raise. 
No one could doubt the ability of the 
Jiicvnd to repay the loan. The people of 
the island in 1873 had paid $12,000,000 to 
free the slaves. Could not these people, 
he asked, be trusted to repay a trifling 
loan to be used for the relief of the isl- 
and?

The above statement is from the ad- 


vance sheets of the annual report of 
Elwyn G. Preston, secretary of the Bos- 
ton chamber of commerce. 
Of the for- 


eign trade Mr. Preston says the exports 
were the largest In the history of the 
port. 


The report further says that there has 


been a general forward movement of 
values, both of manufactured goods and 
of raw materials. Labor IB fully em- 
ployed, and. wagres In, most branches of 
trade have been restored to the level 
from which, they were forced during the 
panic years, and in some cases have 
risen to a higher plane than during the 
years of great prosperity preceding- 
1893. 
In the abounding prosperity that 


has marked the course of the year Just 
closed, Massachusetts and New England 
have received a full share. 


The foreign trade exceeded all previ- 


ous records. The great manufacturing 
activity caused a large increase in the 
imports of raw products and partially 
manufactured materials entering Into 
further manufacture, while the exports 
of products of domestic manufacture 
have sEbwn a phenomenal growth. 


The "in transit and trans-shipment" 


trade passing through this port amount- 
ed to $11,888,623, anfl was-nrade up as fol- 
lows: Entered at Boston for trans- 
shipment to foreign countries, princi- 
pally Canada, $5,834,35?; Canadian Im- 
ports entered at various ports and eoc- 
porte-d to foreign countries via Boston,

STORY OFTHE YAZOO FRAUD 


One of tlie Most Gigantic Trusts Ever 


Known In America. 


One of the most gigantic trusts ever 


formed on this continent was in the 
early days of the republic, back in 
-1795. 
Several 
gentlemen 
organized 


themselves into a company for the pur- 
pose of purchasing from the state of 
Georgia her unclaimed western terri- 
tory, extending from the Mississippi 
on the west to the Atlantic on the east 
and from the thirty-first degree of lati- 
tude north of the equator on the south 
to the southern boundary of Tennessee 
on tho north, including what now con- 
stitutes the territory of Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. This vast ter- 
ritory was purchased for .$500,000 and 
this was the commencement of the fa- 
niou& "Yazoo fraud," about which so 
much was said and written. 


The bill authorizing the purchase 


and sale passed the Georgia legislature 
on Jan. 9, 1795, and it is said that 
members were paid all the way from 
eight negroes to 200,000 acres of laud 
to vote for it. Corruption by bribery 
was open. 
Great indignation spread 


throughout the state, and up^ou the as- 
sembling of the legislature one year 
later an act was passed declaring that 
tho said resurped act was null and 
void; that the records relating to tho 
same be burned iu order that uo ti'ace 
of so unconstitutional, vilp and fraudu- 
lent a transaction should remain pub- 
lic. 


"The infamous records were placed 


in one vast heap," said a senator, 
"and a sun glass was used to set it on 
fire, that it might be 'paid that the flro 
that destroyed it was from heaven. 
This is the lirst and only instance iu 
the history of the country where a leg- 
islative body personally superintended 
the destruction by ure of its previous 
records 
of corrupt and 
obnoxious

The stunning report of each gun a3 


i4 is fired is something that a stranger 
on the deck will long remember. There 
is an old saying, "deaf as a post." 
Now, 
in the royal navy, this is changed 


to ''deaf as a post captain." 


No man can go through a long series 


of gunnery practices without having 
his heariug very seriously affected. 
Some men put cotton wool in their 
ears, but even this precaution does lit- 
tle to deaden the terrible shock. And 
if the firing of one or two guns has 
such a shattering power, what would 
be the effect if the whole armament 
were in action together? 


It is almost impossible to conceive 


the strain upon nerve and senses of the 
rending 
concussion. 
.If 
a 
visitor 


watches the firing of one of the mon- 
ster 9 inch guns and then places him- 
self beside one of the smaller pieces, 
the report made by the one will not 
appear much louder than that of the 
other. The extra distance to the muz- 
zle of the big piece discounts the sound. 
The only apparent difference between 
the two appears to be that the small 
pieces have a sharper, higher pitched 
note, and that the 6 and 9 inch guns 
speak with more of a bellowing roar. 


One piece of advice may be given to 


any one who finds himself in the 
neighborhood of a gun in action. The 
noise will not have nearly the same 
effect if you are watching the gun as 
if the crash comes unexpectedly. Un; 
consciously nature prepares you to re- 
sist a shock which is known to be im- 
pending.—Blackwood's Magazine.

The mint mark collection is the lat- 


est rthing in the line of numismatics. 
It is the fad of the specialist and has 
little attraction for the amateur. The 
object is to secure complete sets of per- 
fect specimens of all the coins issued 
from the different mints. 


A great many people are scarcely 


aware that there is any way to dis- 
tinguish the coins issued from the dif- 
ferent mints. They may not have no- 
ticed the small "S" or "CO" beneath 
the eagle OP under the wreath, and 
showing that the piece was coined at 
San Francisco or Carson City, or if it 
bears an "0" at New Orleans. And 
they may or may not know that If it 
has no mint mark it comes from the 
"mother mint" at Philadelphia. 
But 


the mint mark collector will see these 
little letters in an instant and is very 
apt to know just how many dimes, 
quarters, dollars or half dollars were 
turned out at any of the mints during 
any year since 1794.—Minneapolis Jour- 
nal.

A CITY WITHOUT A MATTOB 


The town 
of Brookllne has 
been 


'thinking of adopting some form of city 
government and passing beyond the 
limitations of the old town 
form. 


Some of the advanced experimenters of 
that rather advanced community have 
proposed a city form of government 
without-a mayor, leaving the matter of 
departmental appointments and de- 
partmental work wholly with, the legis- 
lative board or boards. This would be 
a swing to the extreme opposing the 
complete sepaxatlon of the adminis- 
trative and legislative halves of public 
government. The Boston Herald thinks 
it sees in this suggestion the beginning 
of the departure it has exDected from 
the centralization of power. No doubt 
it is in the line of enrohatic. der>arture 
from the centralization idea, but we 
fear it is not a departure that wisdom 
would suggest. It looks to us as if the 
Brookline men-were hunting for some- 
thing novel rather than for somethlns 
of value. The idea of centralization is 
the product of evolution in Massachu- 
setts city government and is not to 
lie overthrown by one or 10 novel sug- 
gestions or experiments. Imagine a 
city council appropriating 
the public 


money and. expending it with no one 
anywhere 
to 
raise 
a 
question 


as to public 
economy. 
And 
the 


Brookline proposition contemplates the 
election of councilman to serve for the 
term of three years. It would take the 
people six years to get rid of an in- 
competent majority. Few cities would 
care to exercise such, patience. 


AND HOAR 


The eastern anti-imperialists in con- 


ference at Philadelphia yesterday be- 
liaved themselves as such persons are 
expected to behave. They passed res- 
olutions strongly condemning the pres- 
ident for his Philippine policy, but the 
resolutions as they stand do not nre- 
pent those fine anti-imperial touches 
ot gross abuse and shameful disre- 
epect which the real patriots of the 
gathering of patriots desired.

To have ac- 
cepted them as lunatics would have 
been the ml^st charitable view to have 
liel'd of them, for to have accepted 
them as men in full possssion of their 
Borises would necessarily have implied 
a^criticism of them which, few men 
in this or any other country have be- 
come so lost as to covet. 


There was a wrangle a,s u> whether 


President McKinley should be made. 
|to stand in the resolutions of the 
conference as persnally responsible for 
all the crime the conference' chose to 
accuse the administration of. The pub- 
lished reports say, "several ot the del- 
egates objected to the use of President 
McKinley's name on tho ground that it 
was unwise to insert personalities Into 
a resolution of that nature." So you 
see there were "several" of thorn who 
objected to this, but Mr. Frank Steo- 
hens' of Philadelphia stoodfor the crowd 
that wasn't contained or ronrescnted 
i:i the Hevfral and expressed himself 
very appropriately as follows: 


"That murderer Is the man who is 


chiefly to blame for the shame that 
rsui upon this county and his name 
Should not be removed." 


While Mr. Moortleld Story would not 


go so far aa Mr. Stephens, and call the 
president a murderer, he would and did 
pay his respects to the senior senator 
of Massachusetts. Senator George F. 
•Hour. Mr. Storey said that Senator

We don't blame Mr. Storey very 


much for this criticism. To ua it seems 
eminently proper. "We cannot under- 
stand the mental processes of the man 
who shouts to the world that there is 
national ruin in President McKinley's 
policy and at the same time is are- 
pared to support President McKinley 
for re-election. There is neither aarty 
nor patriotism in it. No man can be- 
lieve in his heart what the anti-im- 
perialists say of the present adminis- 
tration believing it, turn to and sup- 
port the administration and hope to 
retain the respect of honest thinking 
men.

The Poisonous Animals Are Partlcn- 


larJy Sensitive to Heat. 


An interesting question has from 


time to time been discussed by natu- 
ralists and physiologists, as to whether 
the scorpion commits suicide by sting- 
ing himself with his own venomous 
dart. Experiments have often been 
made, which consist in surrounding 
the scorpion with a circle of fire, usual- 
ly formed of small pieces of burning 
coals. 


One may then see the animal agitate 


his tail in the air, waving his dart to 
and fro over his head in a desperate 
movement and finally fall dead, ap- 
pearing to have decided that he could 
not escape the flames and to have in- 
oculated himself with his own venom. 
This idea is now, however, found to be 
erroneous, as it has been proved that 
the scorpion is not affected by his own 
venomous fluid, and the hypothesis oi 
his suicide cannot be maintained. It 
appears from later observations made 
upon the death of the scorpion under 
the conditions in question that a more 
simple explanation is to be found. 


Scorpions are, in fact, sensitive to 


heat and are easily killed by a temper- 
ature not exceeding 50 degrees centi- 
grade. If one concentrate the solar 
rays upon a scorpion's back by means 
of a lens, one may observe that he tries 
by means of his tail to remove the 
cause of discomfort. It Is this move- 
ment of defense which has hitherto 
been mistaken for one of suicide, and 
in reality the scorpion has been killed 
by tho heat to which he has been ex- 
posed under 
such 
circumstances.—

TRAINING OF ANIMALS. 


Only AccompH»hetf, It !• Said, by th« 


l'»e of the 'Whip. 


The popular theory that animals can 


be taught tricks by firmness and kind- 
ness is a grim error, according to a vet- 
eran circus man who has sent forth 
the dictum that 20 animal was ever 
trained to do anything unnatural ex- 
cept by punishment If it knows hun- 
ger or pain will follow disobedience, it 
will obey. 


It takes the whip to break the colt to 


harness or saddle, but the end justifies 
the means, and the animal's intelli- 
gence when once it has learned its les- 
son does away with further use of the 
whip. But if a horse is taught tricks, 
such as one sees In a circus, the con- 
stant use of the whip Is necessary, 
and the little pat on the neck the train- 
er gives the animal in public is not be- 
stowed iti private. There is never any 
let up in their training, 


Trained dogs always appeal to wom- 


en and children, for the little animals 
appear to thoroughly «njoy their work. 
But the barking and frisking are only 
the natural joy of the poor beasts at 
being let out of the cramped quarters 
where they stay when they are not in 
the ring. " Moreover, they know the 
trainer does not whip them in public. 
There is scarcely a trick a trained dog 
does that he likes or that he will do at 
order unless punished.

"The late Herrmann, the magician,"

tricks. 


"In connection with his ability to 


palm or conceal articles, no matter 
wLat might be their size, I remember a" 
rather interesting story that used to be 
told about him. He was one night at 
a dinner in one of the clubs here, and, 
the conversation turning naturally on 
palming as a fine art, Herrmann was 
asked by a fellow diner if he could 
palm a quart bottle of champagne. 


''Previous to answering the query the 


magician pulled up the sleeve of his 
coat, exposing his right arm almost to 
the elbow, and then taking a bottle of 
champagne in his hand said: 'To palm 
an object successfully it must be suffi- 
ciently small, either to be concealed by 
the hand Itself or by hand and wrist 
combined.

Schemes That Failed Before the 
ich Chimney Was Painted. 


At the cement works on the west 


shore of Hempstead harbor there is a 
smokestack 128 feet high and 3 feet ia 
diameter which has long needed paint- 
ing. The manager thought the time had 
come to dispose of the job. Two of the 
foremen, the shorel engineer and a 
young carpenter set their wits to work 
to contrive a way of getting a rope np 
through the pipe's interior and down on 
the outside so that an apparatus could 
be rigged to hoist the painter. 


One of the Italians suggested letting 


a pigeon loose to fly up inside of the 
stack, but this solved only half the prob- 
lem. 
Another workman suggested a 


small balloon. Tho first one to formu- 
late what seemed a feasible plan was the 
head foreman, who fastened 10 feet of 
small brass chain to a rocket, and to 
that a cord, and then sent them skylark- 
ing through the pipe. As a spectacle it 
was fine, but the heat from the powder 
burned off the chain, and the string 
was left at its starting point. Then the 
younger foreman tried. He had made a 
kite having t\vo strings, one of which 
went through a pulley attached near the 
kite, which had a small iron weight 
fastened to its upper end, the intention 
being to fly the kite until it was direct- 
ly over the smokestack, and then lower 
the weight down into the interior. 


The kite worked beautifully until ifc 


vras time for it to be -useful, when it 
turned a yomersault, tangling itself in 
the pulley tackle, and the whole thing 
came to grief. Then the carpenter began 
to talk. He, too, remembered boyish 
pastimes and believed they could be 
turned to account. His idea was to as- 
cend the cable tower, 90 feet distant 
and 130 feet high, and from this posi- 
tion throw into the sinokestaek a weight 
tied to a string. The wind was blowing 
a gale, but this did not discourage the 
man, 
and he, with the two foremen, as- 


cended the tower for performance No. 3. 


To throw a two pound weight fasten- 


ed to a string was no easy matter, and 
it was exceedingly difficult to keep a 
foothold on the tower. After three trials, 
however, the weight fell as planned, 
save that tho string broke. Later tho 
carpenter tried again, casting the weight 
four times before it entered the stack. 


"When the rigging to hoist the painter 


was in order, there was a call for vol- 
unteers, but only one man responded. 
He was the shovel engineer, Will Sny- 
der, from Chicago. He has had an ex- 
perience in work in high places, for 
whenever the steel cable, 140 feet above 
the ground, needs tarring Snyder gets a 
paint pot, swings himself astride the 
framework of the traveler and paints 
the cable as the traveler goes back and 
forth on its regular business. 


Several of the men employed at the 


cement works scorn to be born acrobats, 
and they work far up in the air as easily 
as on the ground, so that when repairs 
are needed on tho towers or cables 
and cool, level headed men must bo had 
there has never been any necessity to go 
outaideof tho regular force.—New York 
Snn.

The Height of Storm*. 


Professor F. H. Bigelow furnishes 


The American Journal of Science with 
some of the results of the international 
cloud work for the United States. The 
penetration of ordinary cyclones into 
the higher regions of the atmosphere 
is slight. They are only two or three 
miles deep. Hurricanes are five or sir 
miles deep. The an'Jcyclonic and cy- 
clonic areas are hardly to be consider- 
ed as centers of motion except In the 
very lowest strata, since currents ot 
air blow directly over them from west 
»to east, even In the cumulus region of 
the Rocky mountain districts. The or- 
dinary circulation theory does not'hold 
good. In each stratum from the sur- 
face to the cirrus level about as much 
air moves north as south, for there are 
enormous counter currents passing by 
each other at the same level and not- 
over one another at different eleva- 
tions. This puts a new aspect upon 
the entire problem of the general cir- 
culation.—Nature.

The Bottle at Ship Lnnnchcg. 


Down to Charles II's time it was cus- 


tomary to name and baptize a ship aft- 
er she was launched, sometimes a week 
or two after. The old Tudor method 
used for men-of-war was still in use. 
Pepys' "Diary" shows^that. The ship 
was safely got afloat, after which some 
high personage went on board with a 
special silver "standing cup," or "flag- 
gon" of wine, out of which he drank, 
naming the ship and pouring a libation 
on the quartar deck. The cup was then 
generally given to the dockyard ship- 
wright as a memento. 


When did the present usage of nam- 


ing and baptizing a ship before she is« 
sent afloat come in? 1 trace the last 
explicit mention of the old method to 
16G4, when the Royal Katherine was 
launched (see Pepys). The first men- 
tion of smashing a bottle of wine on 
the bows of an English man-of-war 
that I have found is in a contemporary 
newspaper cutting of May, 1780, de- 
scribing the christening of H. M.. S. 
Magnanime at Deptford, but nothing is 
hinted that it was then a new custom.

Results of a Series of Experiment* 


1>y a German Professor. 


Sleep is not "the brother of death," 


as the poets have said from Homer 
to Shelley; but, on the contrary, "sleep 
Is the brother of life." 
So Professor 


Baschide asserts, who, in an article 
in the Uaturwissenschaftliche Runds- 
chau, gives an account of his "experi- 
ments upon 36 dreamers." His sub- 
jects were of various ages, from 1 year 
to 80 years. 


In some cases his observations were 


continued during the whole night and 
in others for a great part of the night. 
He 
watched 
and 
recorded 
every 


change of physiognomy, every move- 
ment of the limbs and every speech or 
sound uttered by the unconscious 
dreamers. The depth of the sleep was 
also carefully measured, while fr$m 
time to timeithe dreamers were awak- 
ened, but without their own percep- 
tion that the awakening was inten- 
tional. 
~ 


The professor obtained, as he writes 


at length, the following results: (1) 
We dream throughout the whole of our 
sleep, even in that deepest sleep which 
we imagine to be "dreamless." (2) 
There is an intimate connection be- 
tween the depth of our sleep and the 
character of our dreams. The deeper 
the sleep the further back travels the 
retrospect into the past experiences of 
life and also the more remote are the 
contents of the dream from reality. In 
a light'sleep, on the contrary, the sub- 
ject of the dream relates to the expe- 
riences and excitements of the day 
and has a character of probability. (3) 
In a comatose sleep the professor 
thinks there may perhaps be no dream- 
ing. (4) Persons who assert that they 
do not dream "are the victims of phys- 
ical delusion." (5) Dreams of a moder- 
ate character remain longest in the 
memory. The wilder the dream the 
sooner it is forgotten.—London News.
